SWEDEN WEATHERING THE STORM. 
The effect of the Kreuger and Toll crisis on 
Swedish industry and finance is referred to 
in a report on ' Economic Conditions in 
Sweden,”” by W. J. Glenny, Commercial 
Counsellor to the British Legation at Stock- 
holm, published by the Department of Over- 
seas Trade. ‘‘ The present financial ition,’’ 
states the report, which is dated April, “ is 
dominated by the collapse of Kreuger and 
Toll and the difficulties of the Match Company 
and the Skandinaviska Bank. Though it is 
not possible to forecast the severity and dura- 
tion of the storm, there is no reason to fear 
that the country will not be able ultimately 
to weather it. The natural resources of 
Sweden, the industry and inventive faculties 
of the population and the soundness of its 
State finances all give it stability, in spite of | 
the financial loss arising from the Kreuger | 
crisis, as well as the difficulties presented by | 
agar problems.’’ Referring to the posi | 
‘on of Sweden as a purchaser of United King- 
dom goods, the report states: ‘‘ There has 
been a swing of sentiment towards Great | 
Britain during the last six months. In the | 
minds of many Swedes the injunction, ‘ Buv | 
Swedish,’ is supplemented by the ‘ If you |

STATE SUBSIDIES. . 

On this question of State subsidies, Mr. 
O’Brien said that the R.L.A.M. received only 
£500 a year as a State grant—a very small 
amount—and they had to compete against 
the Municipal School of Music, which was 
paid for by the city rates, and where the 
lees were much less than in the Academy. 

“We are trying to lower our fees,” he 
said, “ but the professors have got to live 
out of the fees received from pupils, and this 
is making it very difficult to get really first- 
class professors to come and teach on such 
low terms. They were able to do so in the 
old days, when we had Joseph Robinson. 
Papini and others, because there were then 
more rich people who got private tuition, 
but, with the disappearance of the patron 
class, we have now to depend upon the small 
fees, and, therefore, our professors have to 
live on much less than they are worth, or we 
have to get cha “é less outstanding in the 
musical world. . There should be, certainly, 
apart from anything else, an 
subsidy to the Academy of Music.” 

Mr. O’Brien said that some time ago he 
saw Mr. Blythe, then Minister for Finance, 
on the subject of a subsidy for the Hibernian 
Academy, and the Minister said he fore- 
Saw no difficulty about getting an increased 
grant for the Hibernian Academy, and also 
for the Royalfrish Academy of Music. 

“ But the real essential for music here,” 
said Mr, O’Brien, “is tó have a proper 
concert hall, but I do not see how it can be

AN EXAMPLE FROM 
BRUSSELS. 


“It struck me when I was in Brussels for 
the Exhibition of Irish Art there two. years 
ago,” said Mr. O’Brien, “ to see the concert 
halls they had made into the side of the hill 
in the park, there being practically no 
external building. It occurred to me then 
that when our new municipal gallery was 
being built at the top of Parnell square; we 
might so easily have had a concert hall cut 
out of the side of the hill in Parnell: square— 
much as they had done in Brussels— 
taking in part of the Rotunda dardens. 
I think that it is quite practicable, and the 
new Gallery will make that side of the town 
more interesting. It is very near the centre 
of things. A concert hall there would be 
quite suitable. There are hotels and cinemas 
in the area, and O'Connell street is now a 
very important and imposing thoroughfare. 
If you had your concert hall and your new 
Gallery there it would enhance the value of 
that side of the town, especially round this 
beautiful old square.

“There was a grant of £1,000 to the

POSITION OF GRASS SHEEP. 


Professor R. G. White, in his presidentral 
address to the Agriculture Section, showed 
that our consumption of mutton and lamb 
was far greater than that of most other 
populations—28 pounds per head per annum, 
as compared with 6.8 pounds in France, 6.5 
pounds in Canada, 5.8 pounds in the United 
States of America, and 1.6 pounds in Ger- 
many. 

He pointed out that in relation to total 
land area our sheep *‘ population’’ was only 
surpassed by that of New Zealand. Even 
if they considered actual numbers, Great 
Britain was eighth on the list, and, except 
for New Zealand, was only surpassed by 
countries many times its size. Grass sheep 
under ordinary management gave only a low 
return of food, and to those who wished to 
see a large rural population they were about 
the most objectionable form of enterprise in 
which the farmer could engage. Viewing 
the matter from their standpoint, there was 
much force in the argument that we should 
leave sheep farming to more remote, thinly 
populated countries, and use our limited area 
and large population to produce forms of 
food which gave a high return per acre, 
required a good deal of labour, and could 
not easily be transported over large dis- 
tances.. On the other hand, if they took 
the farmer’s point of view, they could make 
out a strong case for the sheep.

OVER-ENTHUSIASTIC 
NATURE LOVERS. 


Lieutenant-Colone] Sir David Frain, who 
was to have read his presidential address to 
the Conference of Corresponding Society 
Delegates, is suffering from pneumonia. In 
his absence the paper was read by Dr. A. 
B. Rendle. 

The paper pleaded for preservation of the 
beauty of rural Britain, and for the conser- 
vation of flowers and birds natural to each 
district by interested local societies. 

Urban residents, it said, can now visit 
places of historic interest or natura] beauty 
with ease and comfort: These visits would 
be more welcomed by country dwellers if 
the visitors could be induced to take back 
to town the unsightly litter with which they 
love to lard the countryside. 

The public spirit of many modern teachers 
has led to the creation of an energetic Nature 
Study Union, which, notwithstanding _ its 
many terits, has the disadvantage of en- 
dangering the flora and the jauna. of the coun- 
tryside. bua societies anxious to conserve the 
wild life ot their own areas, must now be at 
pains to guide the enthusiasm and temper the 
zeal which are apt to prompt earnest teachers 
to provide material for study, and to en- 
courage decay to make competitive collections 
on a scale so lavish that little of what is rare 
in the wild life of a particalar locality is 
hkely to be leit for those that come after. 

Experience shows that there is only one 
safe course poss‘ble if the amenities of a local 
area are to be preserved : the threatened view- 
point, beauty spot or piece of landscape must 
có purchased outright and rendered inalien- 
able, 


WHAT ROOKS CAN EAT, 


In the Zoology Section Mr. A. Roebuck, of 
the Midland Agricultural College, Lough- 
borough, told how he investigated 5,305 square 
miles in Lincolnshire, Nottinghamshire, 
Derbyshire, Leicestershire and Rutlandshire 
to discover the number of rooks. He found 
1,421 rookeries, containing 128,266 birds, 
which ate 4,000 tons of food per annum. 

The average size of a rookery is 45 nests, 
he said, and in a fortnight. if they ate 
nothing else, one rookery could clear an acre 
of wheat

THE LAND ANNUITIES. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—Apart from the legal questions in- 
volved in the claim to retain the . land 
annuities, there is another aspect of land 
purchase, the effects of which must be con- 
sidered. Anyone who has had to deal pro- 
fessionally with the winding up of estates 
will have remarked that, in the vast majority 
of cases, the payment of the purchase money 
shown in the final schedule, whether for the 
redemption of prior charges, mortgages, or 
the residue left to the landlord, is claimed 
for, and is paid to, persons with addresses 
in England. This means that the great bulk 
of the purchase money of the soil of Ireland 
is being exported, never to return into 
circulation here. It cannot have been con- 
templated, at the time when all the political 
parties gave their blessings to the Acts

TRAFFIC VIBRATION AND 
RECORDS. 


Mr. J: J. Shaw, of West Bromwish, the 
seismolegist, addressing the section of Mathe- 
matical and Physical Sciences, said that 
traffic vibration had. no effect on modern 
buildings. Owing to the strength of their 
construction, they were suitable sites for the 
recording of earthquakes. So successfully 
had engineers solved the problem that in a 
London store in Oxford street a seismograph, 
one of the most delicate scientific instruments, 
was recording earthquakes perfectly. Watch: 
ing tremors of earthquakes 6,000 miles away 
was, he suggested, a new public pastime. 

Speaking of the selection of a site for a 

seismograph as a ve speculative under 
taking, he said that the disturbing influences 
might be due to thermal changes, due to the 
sun's heat, traffic vibration, the effect of 
waves upon the coastline, or even insects and 
pedestrians. 
_ I hoped to secure immunity for my own 
imstrument by erecting it upon a block of 
concrete, weighing three tons, set below the 
ground, he said. It was with disappoint- 
ment that I found that the weight of my body, 
fifteen feet away, was duly registered.

CAN a DEPEND ON 


ESTS? 

Dr. J. D. Sutherland, of Edinburgh, in a 
pepe on ‘* Quickness and Intelligence,’’ read 

efore the Psychology Section, said that it 
had long been a popular opinion that people 
who thought quickly were not necessarily 
those who thought well, and that there was 
much to be said for the “slow and sure” as 
against the “‘slick.’’ 

Dr. Shepherd Dawson, of Glasgow, who 
presided, suggested that the view that slow- 
ness went with sureness was a sort of defence 
—the kind of thing one said when one could 
nos get on well with the intelligence tests. 
(Laughter.) 

Dr. Vaughan, a former Head Master of 
Rugby, described how he had tested the tests. 

[ have twice exposed a large school of 500 
boys to these intelligence tests, he said, and 
certainly my experience is that they tested 
certain qualities in the boys, but they left 
entirely untested certain other qualities which 
we should generally consider a part of in- 
telligence. i | 

The conclusion I came to was that those 
boys did the best who were in the habit of 
concentrating rapidly on their work, whereas 
the boys that did them less well: were the 
boys of rather a more imaginative kind, who 
were really in many cases for general purposes 
abler boys, but who were interested so much 
in some of the side issues of the tests that 
they did not concentrate themselves on the 
actual fests. 

I should say from the experience I got that 
the really stupid boys failed dimnistely. The 
very. t .boys. according to- other testa, 


ul flight. of ability, who were not-

Srr,—At a recent meeting of the South 
Tipperary County Council Mr. James 
Kennedy, the newly-elected vice-chairman, in 
returning thanks, said: ‘‘ They should give 
an expression of opinion on people who are 
advocating the non-payment of rates and land 
annuities, because, if the land annuities were 
not paid to the Government, the grants to the 
local authorities would be cut down and the 
ratepayers would suffer. It is our duty to call 
on the people to pay their commitments as 
much as possible.” It may have escaped the 
notice of many people that Mr. Andrew 
Fogarty, Fianna Fail T.D., who was present 
at the meeting, had previously given a very 
definite ‘‘ expression of opinion.” on the 
matter of non-payment of land annuities. An 
extract from the Dail Debates of May, 1929, 
throws an interesting light on the causes and 
effects of the present reactions to Fianna Fail 
policy in Tipperary and elsewhere. In Column 
1347, Dail Debates, Deputy P. Hogan, then 
Minister for Agriculture, in the course of a 
speech quoted Deputy Fogarty :— 

Mr. Hogan—Here is what Deputy Fogarty said: 
“The motion we will put forward is to pay no land 
‘annuities.” : 

To this Mr. Fogarty warmly interjected, 
““ And only right, too.”’ 

Few people, I think, will be found to concur 
with Mr. Pocaitl’s former opinion that i is 
‘“‘ only right ” to pay no land annuities. Un- 
fortunately, a great many people, as a result 
of the natural development of such a policy, 
are themselves mystified as to what course to 
pursue. The last Government told them to 
pay the land annuities. The last Opposition 
will best describe themselves what their atti- 
tude was. The present Government’s policy, 
as far as the land annuities are concerned, is 
clear from its six-days’ notices to pay. The 
difference between the two Governments, from 
the farmers’ standpoint, is that the last 
Government collected, and made the farmer 
liable only once for the annuities, whereas the 
present Government collects the annuities, and 
by its policy causes the farmer to be taxed 
for them again.—Yours, etc., .

Harvest of the Sea. 


We publish to-day, from Galway, a first 
report on thé work of the Irish Sea 
Fisheries Association. During this week 


their first catches, and already the demand 
for their wares has exceeded the expecta- 
tions of the promoters. Fresh fish out of 
Irish waters has found its way into remote 
inland villages where hitherto such whole- 
some faring was an unknown luxury, an‘ 
public institutions in all parts of the 
country have entered into contracts for 
reguiar supplies. In such news every good 
Irishman will find matter for satisfaction. 
The Association has been called into 
existence to save an industry which was 
in decay. It is the “result of careful 
planning, both private and public, and the 
preparations which have borne their first 
harvest this week have been pushed for- 
ward with an enterprise which is a most 
welcome phenomenon in Irish affairs. In 
a sound undertaking the 
beginnings must be small. The Associa- 
tion shows commendable wisdom in the 
modesty of its present programme, A shed 
at Galway, a small fleet of trawlers of 
the most. modern type, and a service of 
motor-lorries for transport complete its 
equipment as yet; but its early success 
indicates that the enterprise is capable of 
almost unlimited expansion. The taste for 
fish, when once it has gained a hold upon 
Irish palates, is unlikely to prove a pass- 
ing whim. 

While other countriés long ago have 
accepted fish as not the least important 
part of their daily diet, its absence from 
Irish tables forms one of the paradoxes of 
a paradoxical history. The waters round 
our island swarm with all manner of fish, 
as varied and delicious. as can be found in 
any seas. Every year large catches from 
the coasts of Cork and Galway are brought 
into English and foreign ports, and the 
herring from the Irish Sea has a peculiar 
delicacy of flavour which secures for it a 
ready market in every country except that 
which is most conveniently placed to enjoy 
first freshness. Nevertheless; the 
this strange neglect are 
seek. In the past the 
Irish fishing industry has suffered 
from an almost incredible lack) of 
co-operation. The catch is brought home, 
bunt no facilities exist to bring it to market, 
or, if transport is available, the rates are 
so high that the fisherman is unable to 
make even the most meagre profit.

A Sinister Increase. 


Figures which will. sadden all decent 
souls are furnished by the latest reports 
oí the Nationa] Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Children and the Royal 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals. They suggest that both forms 
of cruelty are increasing in Great Britain 
Last year the Children’s Society noted 
43,246 cases (the highest total since 1916). 
and promoted 520 prosecutions. For the 
fifth year in succession it records an 
increase in cases of violence against 
children ; last year’s total of 3,645 was the 
highest since 1913. The statistics of the 


months of the resent year, tell a hardly 
less disturbing. story. During those 
months the Society made 1,368 prosecu- 
tions for cruelty to animals—an increase 
of 16 per cent. on the number for the same 
period of 1931. Among the chief items 
cruelty to horses predominated, and 523 
prosecutions were made, as compared with 
20 in the case of dogs. Unlike the 
culminating rise which the Children’s 
Society reports, the 16 per cent. growth of

CATTLE AND SHEEP PHICES 
LOWER IN DUBLIN. 


There was a glut of cattle and shee 
in the Dublin markets yesterday, iol 
prices were much below those of last 
week. 

From inguiries made by an Irish Times 
reporter, it was learned that only a little 
over 50 per cent. oi the cattle sold were 
bought for export to Great Britain, while 
the number of sheep bought for export 
was vittaally nil. 

Salesmen and auctioneers said that the 
condition of their business during the 
past. few weeks was anything but bright, 
and that yesterday’s bysiness was one of 
the worst. 

Thete were 2,700 cattle in the market, 
and this represented an increase of over 
700 compared with the corresponding day 
of last week. This great increase in the 
number of cattle on the market made 
business very dull; for, as was pointed 
out by one live-stock dealer, an increase 
of even a couple of hundred cattle would 
be sufficiéht to “kill ” the market, in so 
far as good prices are concerned. Prices 
received were from two to three shillings 
per hundredweight less than those for the 
corresponding period of last week. 

‘The number of sheep on the market was 
over, 4,000 yesterday, and this was an 
increase of about 1,200 compared with 
the number on the market the previous 
Thursday. The price for sheep was dis- 
appointing, and, as one dealer said, “ the 
market was dead from an early hour in 
the morning.

free choice in its transport requirements or 
denying it the benefits of anything that 
science or industry can offer in the way of 
speedier or more convenient transport. 

‘‘Thé general fall in price levels over the 
last ten years,” the Committee add, ‘‘ call for 
cheaper transport, and we feel it is the dutv 
of every citizen to endeavour to meet that 
call, e whole road transport industry is 
bending its energies to the problem, and it 
would appear incompatible with public needs 
to thwart such efforts by legislation. 
‘Unfounded and very grossly unfair 
statements are being made concerning motor 
transport’s contributions to the cost. of road 
maintenance, while every motor vehicle 
actually contributes a substantial sum every 
year. It is well to bear in mind that owners 
of canal boats, railway engines and railway 
wagons do not pay one penny to the State 
for the privileges of carrying goods for the 
public, and if every boat, engine and wagon 
were taxed as motor vehicles are taxed, the 
State would have a very substantial sum for 
relief of taxation in other directions." 
Competitive. transport, systems,. they. say, 
have made no effort to co-ordinate their 
services on rail and road. Their general 
policy is ‘destructive rather than con- 
structive, and no efforts have been spared to 
intimidate and prejudice the general public | 
against road ‘transport. It would be in the 
interest of. the railway shareholders and 
general public if a public inquiry ‘were 
instituted into the relations between the 
railways and the railway miotor service. It 
would be ascertained that the policy being 
pursued, if not. checked, will wipe out the 
remnant.of the shareholders’ interests in a 
short time. In particular, it would be 
interesting to learn (a) what sum the Irish 
railways. spent on miotor transport of goods 
during the last twelve months; (b) what 
additional. rail tonnage has been secured as 
a result; and (c) what is the gain or loss

newspapers have not been truly indicative of 
the attitidé of the people. The couhtty is, 
in fact, filled with apprehension. Alarm is 
widespread even amongst those who voted for 
Fianna Fail; not merely at the last election, 
but also at previous elections. There 1s 
anxious talk everywhere of the possibility of 
a settlement. This is particularly so amongst 
members of the agricultural community. Such 
farmers as are prepared to indicate any con- 
fidence at all in Mr. de Valera indicate a 
confidence that is not too widely removed 
from the confidence of a drowning man in the 
proverbial ‘straw. 

“ Their confidence expresses only an atti- 
tude of scepticism towards Mr. de Valera’s 
implied declarations that he will be satisfied 
with nothing but a surrender by the British 
on all points, and an unreasoning hope that 
in spite of all obstacles a settlement by 
agreement will be reached within the next 
fortnight or three weeks. A desire to bring 
to an end the senseless and costly economi* 
war into which the country has been bam- 
boozled is as strong amongst the small farmers 
of the congested districts as amongst the big 
graziers of Meath. No one who. will visit the 
fields or the fairs in any part of the country, 
and talk to the people, can have any doubt 
about the fact. Though supporters of different 
parties will express themselves in different 
terms, it is evident ‘that they look forward 
with equal eagerness’ to the initiation of 
serious, negotiations. |
